There are some men in this wor!< 


who have to toil for a mere apology 
of a living'—and then there are others 
One of these latter is Mr. Luce, 01 
Cargo Muchacho. Luce's experience 
reads like a romance. For 20 years he 
had knocked about the coast, on the 
desert, in the mountains, prospecting 
arid mining, and had finally, by hur< 
work and the closest economy, man 
aged to acrapc together a few hundret 
dollars.

Threats of tariff retaliation which were 
so vigorous and numerous at the time the 
Dlngley bill was passed have ended as all 
snoh bluster osnally ends. The nations 
making the threats have quietly submit- 
ted to the Inevitable and gone right on 
purchasing American staples and other 
products as before. Germany triad to 
start a retaliatory movement in Europe by 
disorimlnating against certain kinds of 
Amertmn fruit, hut it practically came to 
nothing. In fact, Germany is buying 
more of cs under the Dlngley tariff than 
she has bought for some time .past. Be- 
twoen 1882 and 1897 her purchases aver- 
aged 19X1,000,000 per annum, tat durirg 
the first six months of the Dins-ley law 
nlone they amounted to 183,000,000, and 
this, loo, in face of a decline ct 25 per 
eent in German eiports to the Dnltsd 
States at compared with the correpsond- 
Ing months of the last year of the Wilson 
law. 
During the Orst »iz months of the 


Dingle? act, as oontrasteu'wlth the corre- 
sponding period of the last year of the 
Wilson tariff^ France increased her pur- 
chases o( American goods from $43,500,- 
000 to 153,800,000, the Netherlands from 
184,800.000 to $84,000,000, Belgium from 
$18,000,000 to $96,600,000, Japan from 
$6,800,000 to $9,000,000 and Austria-Hun- 
gary from $1,700400 to $8,000,000. Other 
nations protesting against the Dln^ley 
law likewise incnased their purchases of 
American commodities, and In some in- 
stances the purchases for the six months 
•adlng on February 1 last almost equaled 
the purchases for an entlte year hereto- 
fore. 


All this ssrvss to emphasize the old 


economic truth that then is no nentlment 
In foreign trade. While nearly all the 
protesting nations In question maintain 
protective dnttes, they act upon the max- 
im cf buying In the cheapest and selling 
in tba dearest markets. The German 
onprror may bav* no fondness for popn- 
lar Institution and Franols Joseph may 
sympathise with Spain, but this does not 
prevent Germany and Austria-Hungary 
from seeking American markets if heie 
their wants can beat be supplied at the 
smallest cost. The figures quoted also 
show that protective duties, judKloucly 
applied, do not neceatarily act as a bar to 
extension of foreign trade and that other 
infln»nees are at work, snob as better or- 
ganization 
of Industry, abundance of 


cheap raw material and skill in adapting 
goods to fortlgn need*, tending to expand 
American trade abroad. Exterieno* is 
rapidly vindicating the present Industrial 
policy of the republic.

No man before the mast ever carries 


in umbrella as a part of his outfit, but 
the officers of deep-water ships usually 
do carry them. The umbrella thus car- 
ried is lever raioed aboard ship, but 
arrived hi port it may be brought into 
UPC at once. The captain of a ship an- 
chored in harbor in a tropical region 
'ind going ashore iti nn open boat, per- 
haps without au awning-, to be carried 
for a considerable distance- exposed to 
the sun, would be very likely to carry 
his umbrella along and to raise it for 
his comfort and protection. In such a 
port an officer of a ship whose duties 
called him along the shore would be 
very likely to carry his umbrella. 


I'mbrdlas would not be likely to be 


tarried for protection from the Min 
in such a place as Now York; but even 
liere one might meet si sea captain, 
a stalwart, bronzed man, who looked 
as though he had been exposed to the 
sun and the wind all his life, and as 
though he could stand any exposure, 
as veij- probably he could, carrying- a 
vellow sun umbrella. It may be that 
he carries the unVhrclla for his greater 
comfort here, or that he is a captain 
v»ho spends the greater part of his 
lime, or a large part of it, in tropical 
waters, and that he carries his um- 
brella ashore here because he is accus- 
tomed to carrying it. 


The umbrella that the officer of a 


ship carries most commonly is silk, just 
such as would be carried ashore, and 
which would be suitable for protection 
either from the sun or the rain. He 
might need this umbrella in any port 
he visited for the purposes of a rain 
umbrella. If his ship were tied up 
here, for instance, to a wharf in South 
street, and he should come ashore and 
go uptown on a rainy day, he would 
not appear in Broadway in sea togs. 
His apparel would be just like that of 
the men he met, and be would be quite 
as likely as they to carry an umbrella; 
which he would do on going ashore un- 
der like circumstances in any port 
round the world.—N. Y. Sun.

CREOLE COOKING. 


K*w Food In Cooked la the Preach 


Quarter ot Kew Orle«n«

New Orleans cookery has always had 


a magical sound. It has appealed to 
native and outsider ever since French 
colonization In this country. One cats 
rery little in Kew Orleans, but one 
eats often. The French serrc often and 
sparingly with exceeding daintiness. 
They'believe about the art of eating 
as the Japanese believe in the art of 
decoration—one rose in an exquisite 
case is worth 100 flowers. So the dish 
excellently served, deliberately and 
daintily cooked with its one liquid, is 
better far than a groaning- board. 


The day is begun with a cup of coffee 


and a roll—an egg, if one wishes it. 
Then breakfast at ten or eleven o'clock. 
It is a city of restaurants, and he who 
has only lodging's lives at the chef's 
taste, at the epicure's board. The flavor 
nnd taste of their coffee is different 
from that gotten north or west of Lake 
Poneliartrain, unless in the hostelries 
with French chefs. 1 watched the most 
famed cook in the city make it one 
morning, and this is how it was 
done: 


It liad been partially roasted at the 


market, but she put about two cupfnls 
in a pan with a lid and rousted it a bit 
more. Heat brings out the. fla\or. Into 
the coffee mill it went, and the fresh 
prounds were put .into a tin dripper. 
This dripper she laid over a brown stone 
jar, which w:is entirely warm, and then 
poured the boiling water into the drip- 
per. She placed the stone jurin front 
of, not on, the stove. Only a little wa- 
ter at a time was poured oi er it, and 
two or three times the whole contents 
of tlie jar were poured through the 
dripper, for extra strength. The result 
\v.is a coffee that «as ricli, brown and 
fragrant. 
The cup [mured only half 


full, the rest made up with hot milk. 
It vtus nectar! 
. 


Snails were ser\cd ofton and delight- 


fully. 
A salad of them is served for 


breakfast. The shrimps are pink, liny 
and fresh. They are laid oier crisp, 
curled lettuce leaves. Over them are 
shaken oil, vinegar, pepper and salt. 
Tbe clever chef never beats up his 
dressing. He just throws each ingredi- 
ent ovtr without any treasuring but 
the eye. 
Invariably he pours it out 


froin the bottle to the salad, then mixes 
it all up with the v\ooden &uoon anil 
forlc. 


Liver is a frequent dish, cut very 


thick and served very hot. 
Very Jit- 


tie if any hot bread is seen. The bread 
is delicious. It is broken, never cut. 
The crust is thick, the broad is porous, 
and one can eat the most inexcusable 
amount of it. 
New Orleans butler is 


simply delightful, but never superior 
to the Pennsylvania brand. 


The concoction of dishes is entirely 


different. 
Garlic has touched cverj- 


tlnng that can be improved by the 
Havor, and mushrooms or truffles ure 
constantly used. Omelets are rarely 
served plain. Omelet, soulllec is the 
favored way of cooking, and sweet- 
breads, truffles, oysters ami brains arc 
often used. Their omelets :ire made ex- 
ceedingly thick and quite bro\vn. 


Kcast beef and mutton are not so 


favored with them as chicken, turkey, 
venison and squirrel. These meats are 
made into a composition dieh oftener 
than served as a plain roast. 


And with everything 
one drinks 


claret. Not in a wine glass! Dear me! 
No! But in a large water tumbler, hall 
filled with ice and diluted with water. 
Your good Frenchman never gets 
drunk, but he drinks always!—Phila- 
delphia Press.

A great many people do not know 


why army surgeons wear green sashes. 
tt is not so much an insignia of rant 
ns it is a protection to the wearer. Ac- 
cording to the code o£ war, surgeons arc 
never shot or taken prisoners. To de- 
liberately shoot a surgeon while he is 
wearing bis sash is considered a viola- 
tion of the code, punishable by death. 


Because of this provision surgeons of 


one army never refuse to look after the 
wounded of the othcr'urmy if it is pos- 
sible for them to do so. During the civil 
wnr it was often the case that after a 
battle the field hospitals would contaiu 
almost an equal number of men dressed 
in blue and gray. The federal army 
had the best surgeons and the best 
stores, and a wounded confederate con 
sidered himself in great luck if he was 
removed to a federal hospital to be 
cared for by federal 
surgeons and 


physicians. 


Hut in the heat of battle a green sash 


is not much protection, and surgeons 
were often wounded or killed. 
Bui 


this did not keep the Burgeons at the 
rear until the battle was over. They 
were often found in the thick of the 
fray, dressing wounds and sending the 
wounded to the rea. Theirs was a per- 
ilous as well as a noble duty, and they 
performed it well.—Omaha World-Her- 
ald.

HTTH AND LEGEND.

The word legend comes from a root 


which means to gatihcr, to say, to nar- 
rate. 
Before written history came le- 


gend. 
The father told the son and 


so on from generation to generation. 
Little by little the story in passing 
from lip to lip and ear to ear gathered 
many unhistorical additions nnd em- 
bellishments. It is the task of histori- 
cal wjiicism to get at the grain of 
truth which lies, embedded in the legend 
and mjth which characterize the be- 
ginnings of history everywhere. The 
words myth and legend are sometimes 
used as i£ they were only synonyms. 
The myth, however, is more particular- 
ly a narrative of events in which the 
powers of nature, the god», or God are 
i-eprcseuted as actors in the events nar- 
rated. 


Xatur.illy therefore the myth io chnr- 


octcristic only of n very rude and primi- 
tive state of civilization. 
We have 


legends of our late civil war; but no 
myths. \Ve have utterly unhistorical 
narratives of thrilling adventure, but 
so far as I know, there is no instance 
jf a story of our late -war in which 
either the pawcrs of nature or supcr- 
uatural beings are represented ns ac- 
tively participating in the events nar- 
rated. This is because we have passed 
that stage of civilization in which the 
rise of the myth is a possibility. We 
have from time to time, however, very 
interesting illustrations of the growth 
of the legend. 


On the side of Talcott mountain look- 


ing toward Simsbury there is a shal- 
low cave piercing the steep side of the 
cliff, to which adventurous boys climb 
at imminent peril to life and limb. 
This cave has its legend. Simsbury 
was burned by the Indians in 1G76, and 
there is a story that King Philip gave 
this piece of gratuitous deviltry the 
honor of a very particular supervision 
Crom out the aforementioned'cave. The 
story is utterly without historical basis, 
a legend pure nnd simple; nevertheless 
it is believed by rcany persons in Sims- 
bury to-day, and adds romantic interest 
to the locality. It plays precisely the 
same part here that the 
marvelous 


legend ol William Tell does in Switzer- 
land. 


In a former manual of the First Con- 


gregational church in Simsbury there 
appeared the following statement con- 
cerning the original membership of 
that historic botly: "There were 13 mem- 
bers of the church—-17 women and 26 
men, 
including one Indian." In the list 


of names we find the word "Maskalin" 
(an Indian). 
So *here has been for 


years a legend, that one of the original 
members of the fiimsbnry church was 
an Indian named ".Maskalin." TMs in- 
teresting legend owes its origin to the 
following circumstance: 
When Mr. 


Noah Phelps undertook the work of 
writing his history of Simsbury, on ex- 
amining the list of names of those who 
were tne original members of 
the 


?hurch he found last among those who 
were males the following: "Maskalin." 


Now, 
no Englishman was ever named 


"Maskalin," and consequently this 
?aint must have been an Indian. As a 
matter of fact, "maskalin" was the way 
in -which the sex of the cfore-mentioned 
individuals was signified in the original 
record. "John Slater, Nathaniel Hoi- 
comb, Joseph Strickland, Jeremiah Gil- 
lit, Maskalin," (or males). Imagine the 
astonishment of the honest soul who 
made this record if it could have been 
revealed to him that his "maskalin" 
would have been served up for future 
generations as a converted ssivage!— 
liev.

SERFDOM IN AUSTRIA. 


He volt Airnlnst It Eiplnlnn Diaarileri 


That Are Xovr Prevailing; 


In the Dnnl Empire. 


T!he rising among the peasantry in 


the northeast of Hungary is not a so- 
cialist movement, ns at first supposed, 
but a revolt ng-ainst serfdorr, which 
-till exists in those districts. ThepeaS' 
iiits can earn a shilling a day in sum- 
oier and from fourpence to sixpence in 
winter. Kvery peasant is compelled to 
work 50 days in the year for the lane1 


owner without payment. These 50 days 
are not fixed. When the land owner 
wants work done a drummer marches 
through the village streets and all the 
male inhabitants have to answer the 
call and appear at the manor house. 
The land owner then picks out as many 
us he wants. The land owner almost in- 
variably exacts this labor in summer, 
when the peasant's time is most valu- 
able. In the winter the peasants arc 
compelled to act as beaters in the hunts 
for twopence & day. 


In addition, the peasant's women 


folk have to scrub and sweep the land 
ow ner's house every week for nothing. 
Many of the land owners use the peas- 
nuts as beasts of burden, and it is no 
uncommon thing to see four men har- 
nessed to n plow instead of horses. 


It is to sweep away these remnants 


of serfdom that the peasants have risen, 
but the prompt action of the govern- 
ment in massing troops seems for the 
moment to have overawed them. 
I 


made a tour of this district to-day. Al- 
though the peasants march about in 
bodies no collision with the military 
occurred. The local authorities hare 
discovered that arms have been sys- 
tematically introduced into the neigh- 
borhood for some months, and this 
does not lessen their alarm.—London 
Mail.

THE PRISON OF BELEM. 


a very PrBclleal Wmr •» 
Her Old Mona*ierle* 


Serve • Parpane. 


Among tbe various uses to which 


Mexico has pnt some of her old mon- 
asteries and convents is that of serv- 
ing for the incarceration of violators 
of the law. The Convento de Belen at 
Ihe City of Mexico has become, in com- 
mon parlav-sr Belem, the city jail and 
prison, accused and convicted persons 
janle, female and minors alike being 
confined there in different compart- 
.ments. The building was put up by 
the Spanish governor in 1686, as an in- 
scription at the head of the main stair- 
way tells. A casual visit paid it by a 
reporter of the Mexican Herald reveals 
a condition of prison management in 
Mexico worthy of passing attention 
in the days of prison reform associa- 
tions and international prison con- 
gresses. 


The Herald said that Belem had been 


commonly spoken of as a second Black 
Hole of Calcutta. But the reporter 
found that the prison was kept in a 
state of comparative cleanliness. Not 
so, however, the prisoners. Their con- 
dition he described as one of disgust- 
ing ftlthiness. Although there was a 
.hydrant in every cell and general bath- 
ing facilities in each compartment, the 
reporter found only one inmate either. 
at bath or with any indication of hav- 
ing bathed within a year. It was ex- 
plained to him by the prison authorii 
ties that formerly the regulations re- 
quired prisoners to bathe daily, bul 
that this was regraded as a hardship 
that the sufferers managed to have It 
declared a form of cruel and unusual 
punishment and so to have the rule 
abrogated. There are in the prison now 
3,451 prisoners, of whom 2,933 are men, 
and 80 are minors. 


A curious feature found by the re- 


porter was the Spanish regard for the 
arts, even within prison walls. He 
found in the south wing the writers ol 
libel, "and the cells reserved for musi- 
cians, artists and others of the fine arts.'' 
It would seem to be a charitable, as 
well as an inclusive, pro-vision, that 
"and others" (besides artists) of the 
fme arts. The musicians are permitted 
apparently to take their instruments tc 
jail « ith them, much as mechanics take 
into the prison workshop their own 
lools of trade. "The vtalls of the mil- 
cicians' cells are decorated with dif- 
ferent musical Instruments, and the re- 
porter was told that almost every even- 
M.g there was a concert in one of the 
patios." 


Men sometimes do in Mexico what 


ia this colder climate they content 
themselves with wishing done, for the 
reporter came upon one Adains, under 
sentence of 20 years "for killing a 
waiter at the flub de Opera because he 
Oid not bi ing his dinner quick enough." 
Adams has the fieedom of his gallery. 
There are in each gallery three trusties 
who go about with clubs and pre&erv4 
order, using the club "only when moral 
suasion will not do as well." 


There are stoics among the 57 men 


condemned to death. One of the.se un- 
der sentence for assassinating a man 
expressed his serene confidence as to 
hib future, but "if \\or.st came to worst" 
— a slirug of the shoulders ami palms 
up. Tins man and .some others undei 
death sentence had the run of the com- 
mandant'.sotlice, notwithstanding there 
were on the walls, serving as decora- 
tions, eoniicated weapons of prisoners. 
Oddiy enough, as it would seem in this 
country, though it wouldn't have been 
strange in the Italy of ilachiavelli, 
there wasn't a gun among them. The 
nearest, to it was a bayonet, and the 
rest were poniards, butcher knives, 
table knives, penknives and shoemak- 
ers' knives,. 


The dinner hour was marked by a 


curious spectacle. The slreet outside 
the prison was filled with the "wives, 
children, dogs aud other members of 
the 
prisoners' households." 
These 


brought baskets of edibles to the pris- 
oners, some of them were permitted tc 
epeak to their relatives through a grat- 
ing. To the convicts not permitted to 
come to tlie grating their relatives were 
allowed to send in notes accompanying 
the dinner baskets. This privilege had 
given rise to a peculiar way of making 
a few pennies among persons able to 
write — "itinerantscribos who for a cent 
or ti\o wrote messages to the prison- 
era." One v.ornau bade the scribe to 
put her message in red ink. She would 
have none of the "purple stuff." 


"Tell him," said she, "that I send him 


two little lumales, aud tell him that la 
pcrrjta died yesterday." 


Says the reporter: "And the scribe, 


leaning under the shade of his um- 
brella, .iitting on a rock with his bottle 
of red ink on another rock beside him, 
worked away asiduously, with an 
etymology all his own, beginning para- 
graphs with lower case letters and put- 
ting in capfa in the most unexpected 
places, so that it would take on Igna- 
tius Donnelly cryptogram to decipher. 
the meaning of his hieroglyphics." — 
Mexican Herald.
